Y earhooks From the Past

Yearbooks have been a tradition at SSC from the first edition 
of Whitecaps to the last edition of Reflections. There have been 
other yearbooks before this, dating back to the beginning of St. 
Stanislaus College. 

Each year is different. Some years the books are short, other 
years they are longer. It all depends on the events that happened 
that year. For instance, the 1967 yearbook was an eight-page 
paperback. This seems small compared to the 1990-91 yearbook 
that contained 208 pages. 

For a while, there were no yearbooks. Whitecaps ceased 
publication in 1962, and there were no yearbooks from 1962 to 
1966. 

In 1968, Reflections was introduced and is still being pub- 
lished. This issue marks the twenty-fifth anniversary of 
Reflections. 


In reading old yearbooks, you can find some interesting 
things. For example, in 1959, the new Infirmary was built. In 
the 1969 Reflections, Mr. Gemelli, then a senior, had a .521 
batting average. And in the 1977 yearbook there are pictures of 
the construction of the Brother Peter Gym. 

The first edition of Reflections in 1968 was dedicated to 
Brother Loyola Mattingly who is still at SSC. Other members of 
the 1992 St. Stanislaus family who appeared in that first book 
are Brother Eduardo, Mr. Thriffiley, Brother Aquin, Brother 
Philip, Brother Firmin, Brother Joseph, Brother Leon, Brother 
Noel, Brother Lee, Brother Canisius, Mrs. Zimmerman, Mr. 
Gemelli, and senior Michael Ryan, who is now principal of St. 
Stanislaus. 

The appointment of Dr. Ryan as principal is a first in the 
138-year history of SSC. He is the first layman to hold the 
position. This year’s Reflections will highlight some of the other 
“firsts” that have taken place during his administration.

The 1991-92 Football Rock-A-Chaws 
began the season with a stunning upset 
win, 33-27, over the Gulfport Admirals 
to win state-wide notice early in the sea- 
son. 

As a result, the Rocks were ranked 
13th in the state and achieved number 
one ranking on the coast by mid season.

For the first time in SSC history, the 
Rock-A-Chaw Soccer team made it past 
district to become one of the final four 
teams in the state. 

The highlight of the season was the 
Rocks’ stunning upset win over Clinton,

games before they faced the Rocks. The 
Rock-A-Chaw kickers lost to Forest Hill, 
the eventual state champions, 4-2. 

The key to the successful season was 
the powerful defense.
